Tho chicken’s digestive system is 
quito different from ours, especially 
in one particular, the gizzard. 
You 
have all eaten it and know what it is, 
but have you ever seen it taken from 
the bird’s body w'hen dressing it for 
table use? 
If you have, you know it 
is full of fine stones and pieces of grit. 
These are used to hell) grind up the 
food and get it ready for use in the 
body, so we must see to it that our 
flock is furnished with plenty of grit. 
This should always be kept within 
asy reach of the birds. 
It is always a question as to what 
grain w ill give the best results as far 
as egg production is concerned. 
A t 
the California experiment station they 
tested barley, wheat, and corn and 
found them equally valuable if other 
feeds were used to supplement them. 
This being the case, it is possible to 
use the lowest priced grain. 
If wheat 
is fed, the soft wheats or the shrunken 
grain that is not used for flour may 
be used. 
However, don’t ever feed 
musty or spoiled grains. 
Some people 
crack the corn before feeding but this 
does not pay except with very young 
chicks. 
It is a good practice to feed 
a finely ground mash every third or 
fourth day in place of the regular 
grain feeds. 
This may be fed w*et or 
dry, but care should be taken to see 
that it is evenly ground or the birds 
will pick out the coarser particles and 
waste much of the finer part. 
It is 
well to provide fresh meat from time 
to time and this may often be fed 
finely ground with the mash. 
When 
using it be careful that it is fresh and 
not spoiled.

CHEAPEST GAINS ON PASTURE 


Feed Cost for Brood Sow With Litter 
Cut in Two by Turning Them on 
Alfalfa or Clover. 


Pigs make tho cheapest gains on 
pasture. 
Trials at the North Dakota 
experiment station indicate that brood 
sow’s running on good pasture and 
nursing litters will do as well w’hen 
receiving one to one and a half pounds 
of grain per IOO pounds live weight of 
sow as sows in dry lot receiving twc 
and a half pounds grain per day per 
each IOO pounds live weight. 
The pas 
turo just about cuts the feed cost in 
two. 
The pasture alone does not fur 
nish enough feed for either the brood 
sow with litter or for the weaned pig3 
They should be fed some grain, so as 
to make a rapid growth. 
In this way 
the spring pig can be ready for market 
before real cold weather sets in. 
Alfalfa, clover, bromus and winter 
rye make the earliest pastures. 
When 
these have not been provided, early 
spring seeding of such grains as oats 
and barley or rape are the next best 
thing.

Congress, of whose executive com­ 
mittee he was a member 
Pinchot 
charged that the Congress was pack­ 
'd and was met with the declaration 
that his charge 
var an insult to 
every governor, mayor and chamber 
of commerce president, who had been 
invited 
to 
appoint 
the 
delegates 
which made up the meeting. The re­ 
sult of the debate—the endorsement 
of 
'he Shields and 
Myers 
water 
newer bills—is taken by the mem­ 
bers to mean that the hie conserva­ 
tion body had grown tired of a 
tying-up of the country’s resources 
and was ready and anxious to put 
itself on record on these specific 


legislative measures providing for 
development of resources. 
The development of water power, 
which conservationists recognize as 
the greatest natural resource the 
country has, has been brought almost 
to stagnation by the failure of legis­ 
lation looking to its development. 
Business men with capital have stood 
ready to start on the hazardous un­ 
dertaking of harnessing great rivers 
in order to provide cheaper power 
and light, as well as cheaper fertil­ 
izers for the farmer and a greater 
supply of explosives for our army 
and navy, through the new process of 
taking nitrogen from the air by 
means of water power. 
They have 
been met with the cry of “trust” and 
“monopoly,” until, as business men, 
they were almost ready to abandon 
their efforts. Tho action of the Con­ 
servation Congress, however, in plac­ 
ing its stamp of approval on a plan 
to permit private industry to go 
a1 ead and develop water powers, un­ 
der a limited franchise and carefully 
governed restrictions, is regarded as 
the most important step to water 
power conservation that has been 
made in recent years. 
Such men as Hugh L. Cooper, the 
engineer of international reputation 


GOOD CULVERTS ARE NEEDED 


Crossroads 
and 
Byroads 
Are 
Put 
Off With Cid Wooden Contrap­ 
tions— Accidents Result. 


There is a good deal being said and 
written about good roads. 
I fear that 
the main thing is overlooked in their 
haste by a good many people. 
They 
want to do it all at once. I fear the 
culvert proposition is overlooked by 
the automobile main road association, 
writes J. AV. Edwards of Dawson coun­ 
ty, Nebraska, in Independent Farmer. 
They forget that much travel and 
heavy traffic is done on side roads, 
especially threshing outfits. 
It is a 
lamentable fact that the crossroads 
and byroads are put off with old 
wooden culverts, thereby causing in­ 
numerable accidents while if some at­ 
tention was given to building solid 
concrete 
culverts, 
something 
that 
would be everlasting and cheaper in 
tho long run, there would be less ac­ 
cidents and threshermen would not 
need to travel three to five miles to 
get one mile. 
The automobile also 
has to travel these crossroads and by­ 
roads frequently. 
A wooden culvert soon rots out and 
becomes dangerous inside of a few 
years. This is caused by floods and 
different kinds of weather. 
While 
concrete is desirable—water and floods 
may 
come 
and 
wash 
over 
them 
but they are left where put and 
it is safe to cross over—the ordinary 
wooden bridge may be washed out 
and 
float 
off 
or 
becomo 
danger­ 
ous to cross. 
How many 
wood­ 
en structures do we see or hear of 
after each large flood, being washed 
downstream, 
and 
oftentimes 
teams 
or autos are driven en to the supposed 
culvert thinking it is there, only cov­ 
ered with a foot or two of water, to 


speaks. lie knows of one case wnere 
three men drove on to what they 
thought was a culvert. The water had 
backed up from the main creek and 
covered the culvert and it looked all 
right, but it was partly washed away. 
The outcome was one man nearly 
drowned, and both horses drowned 
and floated down stream.

Gapes is caused by wormlike para­ 
sites which become attached to the 
mucous membrane of the windpipe

frequently opened, 
and a wheezing 
sound is heard as the chicken is seen 
to be breathing will difficulty. 
Treatm ent is worth while in some 
instances, but the main thing is pre­ 
vention. 
The eggs of the parasites 
are expelled from the mouths of dis­ 
cased chickens and may gain entrance 
direct into other chickens or the eggs 
getting into the soil may be ingested 
by angleworms and these being eaten 
by fowls will cause them to become 
affected. Magpies and other birds may 
transm it th© disease. 
This disease 
constitutes another unanswerable ar­ 
gument for keeping chicken houses, 
yards, pans and roosts clean at all 
times.

once sentenced to prison as the leader 


of the alleged conspiracy against the 
life of Count Terauehi, the governor 
general, has been appointed general 
secretary of the Young Men’s Chris­ 
tian Association of Korea, succeeding I 
F. M. Brockman, who has become hon- j 
orary general secretary. 
W hile a leader in Christian mission­ 
ary work, Yun Chiho and five others 
were convicted of the famous conspir­ 
acy and sent to prison for a six-year 
term. 
Yun Chiho was pardoned last 
year at the request of Count Terauehi, 
who believed that the plot was not due 
to private motives, but to a mistaken 
belief by the Koreans that they were 
acting in their country’s interests. 
The press of Seoul welcomes Yun 
Chiho’s reappearance in 
public 
life. 
“One of the best educated men in this 
country, enjoying as he does a world­ 
wide fame, possessing great influence 
am ong Koreans and highly respected 
by foreignrs and Japanese,”

those thirteen years the production 
sank as low as 213,264 hectoliters in 
1913, and the famous year of 1911 
brought but 537,197 
hectoliters 
of 
must. 
The quality also was good. 
Of the 
white wines, 41 per cent w’ere ranked 
as “very good,” 52 per cent as “good” 
and seven per cent as “medium.” On­ 
ly 28,972 liters of the total consisted 
of red wines. Most of the wrhite wines 
came from the Moselle, 
Saar 
and 
Ruwer districts, which contributed 
almost 
three-fourths 
of 
the 
total. 
About 95,000 hectoliters came from 
the Rhine vineyards. 
The prices obtained were slightly 
below* those of certain other years, 
but the total still reached 44,390,000 
marks, the greatest on 
record, 
ex­ 
ceeding even 1911. 
In 1914 the total 
was only 11,680,000 marks. 
The w’ine m arket, how’ever, contin­ 
ues good, absorbing all offerings read­ 
ily.
